The map at the right shows Newark’s 
new ward boundaries, which will be used in 
the 1982 election and until after the next 
ULS, Consus. 

The boundaries were realigned by 2 
five-member ward commission to equalize 
the population in the five wards on the 
i es from the 1980 Census. The 
deount showed 329,251 persons 
in Newark, so the ideal total per ward 
would be 85,770, 

Because Of population shifts since the

mapping of the old wards in 1973, 
however, the wards ranged from 56,708 to 
73,283. There were too many people in the 


North, East and West, and too few in the 
South Central. To minimize the 
differe he ward commissioners moved 
10 election districts with a total population 
of more than 1,000, 

The acopted plan, hammered out in 2 
series of mectings in December, shifts three 
Cistricts from ‘the South Ward to the 
Central, and adds seven districts to the 
Central’ two from the North, two from 
the Fast, and three from the West, The 
~ commissioners give these figures:
